In a recent address, Ben H. Hazen, President 
of th e Oregon League of Building and Loan As­ 
sociations, pointed out th e tremendous impor­ 
tance of a revival of th e building industry. 
In th e state of Oregon, for example, h alf of 
th e industrial pay ch ecks are issued in connec­ 
tion with th e manufacture of lumber, and about 
h alf of th e industrial working population is de­ 
pendent for its jobs on th e number industry. In 
oth er states th e manufacture of construction 
materials of one kind or anoth er, plus th e jobs 
th at are provided on th £ spot wh en a building 
is erected, account for a proportionately h eavy 
percentage of all wage money in normal times. 
Th e greatest of all construction opportuni­ 
ties, according to Mr. Hazen, is th at of modern­ 
ization of h ousing. Th e sh ortage of h omes in th e 
country is reliably estimated at 1,500,000. Valued 
at $3,000 each , a very moderate figure, th eir con­ 
struction would put $4,500,000,000 in th e coffers 
of industry. Th at much money, spent for labor 
and essential commodities, would give th e great­ 
est possible impetus to recovery. 
Intensified work is now being done in an a t­ 
tempt to solve such construction problems as fi­ 
nancing, and to get th e long-awaited residential 
boom underway. A start h as been made th e last 
few month s, and prices are rising. Th e meaning 
of th at, to th e wise property owner, is th at th ere 
never will be a better time th an now to build, to 
modernize, to renovate, and to repair at low cost.

and often men are taken from 
th eir h omes, or beds, with out 
any legal auth ority to do so, for­ 
getting th at th e getting drunk is 
of itself no offense so long as 
it does not occur in a public 
place. No officer h as a righ t to 
enter any ones private residence 
to make an arrest with out a war­ 
rant, unless it be for a felony. I 
am decidedly opposed to making 
intoxication a penal offense with 
fine, costs and days, wh ile th e 
state reaps th e reward in fees 
and iegalizes th e manufacture 
and sale of th e "wh ere-with ." 
Wh en it becomes a 
nuisance 
abate it by incarceration in a 
prison until duly sober wh en re­ 
leased. Care sh ould be exercised 
in placing so-called drunk in jail 
and make sure it is such and not 
disease wh ich affects th e person 
as men h ave been found dead in 
jail from disease. 
I remember 
one nigh t wh en th at prince of 
good fellow—Th omas B. Mon jar 
—wh o was city marsh al, was 


to care for a cloth ing salesman 
from Ch icago wh o was too full 
for utterance. Going h ome late 
at nigh t I overtook th e man in 
front of Mich ael Curran’s resi­ 
dence. He was muttering to h im ­ 
self as h e staggered along and 
recognizing h im as a man I h ad 
met th at afternoon, asked h im 
wh ere h e was going and taking 
h im by th e arm offered to take 
h im to h is h otel.

th e only safe remedy to use in 
delirium tremens.

someth ing about simieia similbus 
curantor—wh atever th at is as 
with us are, and always will be— 
th e poor, so too will be th ose wh o 
drink to excess—objects of pity 
rath er th an scorn. So as McGuf- 
fey advises—"Speak gently 
to 
th e erring, Know th ey h ave tried 
in 
vain, 
Perh aps 
unkindness 
made th em so—Oh \yin th em 
back again.”

Washington, Ap ril 7 i/P) — A 
two billion dollar su p p ly of ready 
cash was the indicated answer 
today to the treasu ry ’s decision 
to confine its.Ap ril financing to 
a strictly refu nding op eration for 
$1,244,234,600 in m atu ring bonds 
and notes. 
Secretary Morgenthau offered 
p u blicly this morning to trade 
an issu e of 10-12 y ears 3 1-4 p er 
cent treasu ry bonds for $1,000,- 
000,000 in liberty bonds m atu r­ 
ing April 15 and $144,234,600 in 
treasu ry notes m atu ring May 2. 
He sou ght no ex tra cash, bu t 
limited su bscrip tions entirely to 
an ex change basis, thereby indi­ 
cating su fficient fu nds on hand 
for the nex t three months’ ex ­ 
p enses. 
In*addition to the $2,000,000,- 
000 in cash, the treasu ry has a 
$2,8 10,000,000 p rofit on dollar de­ 
v alu ation. 
The refu nding p lan was v iewed 
as looking toward redu ced ex ­ 
p enditu res in the near 
fu tu re 
and a deficit considerably u nder 
$5 ,000,000,000 at the end of the 
fiscal y ear Ju ne 30. 
The deficit was forecast at 
more than $7,000,000.000 by Jan­ 
u ary bu dget figu res, bu t it came 
only to $2,5 42,000,000 for the first 
nine months of the fiscal p eriod. 
Shou ld recov ery costs fail to 
come u p this y ear to bu dget esti­ 
mates, 
administration 
officials 
hav e intimated larger emergency 
ex p enditu res might be in order 
du ring the coming fiscal y ear. 
The new treasu ry bonds will 
m atu re Ap ril 15 , 1946, bu t may 
be called as early as April 15 , 
1944.
